When we say that Victoria stands in 
danger of losing her supremacy as the 
commercial centre of the Province, we 
but give utterance to a bald fact which 
will presently stare the most incredu- 
lous and obtuse man in the community 
fttll in the face. The entrance at and 
departure from New Westminster of 
the steamship Victoria with freight 
which, under other circumstances, would 
have been landed at this port and from 
hero shipped to New Westminster in 
smaller and lighter draught vessels, has 
solved what too many amongst us had 
come to regard asan unsolvable problem. 
For nearly 20 years the inhabitants of 
this port havo rested serenely under 
tho shadow of a delusion. Possessed 
of ono of the finest waterways in the 
world, landlocked for almost the entire 
distance from this port to the Main- 
land, they havo idly suffered tho im- 
pression to go abroad that what i3 
one of the most secure stretches of 
navigable- water in the world was 
unnavigable for other than vessels so 
strongly built as to defy the wind and 
waves of the ocean, and of too deep a 
draught to ascend Fraser River to a 
point higher than the port of New 
Westminster. Por nearly twenty years, 
we say, New Westminster has stood to 
tho passengers and freight destined for 
points higher up the river or bound 
for Victoria from the upper country in 
the relation of a turnpike to the trav- 
eler over an English road. Passengers 
bound to or from Victoria, ascending 
or descending Eraser River, have been 
and are detained at New Westminster 
for ono night each way when there i« 
not (except in midwinter when there 
is scarcely any traffic) the slightest ne- 
cessity for a detention that would oc- 
cupy more than one hour. Connected 
as Victoria is with the Mainland by 
the splendid waterway already re- 
ferred to, she is the natural terminus 
of river navigation. The Gulf of 
Georgia may be crossed and the river 
ascended as far as Yale — tho head of 
iu.,. o Uion — in perfect safety by n 
river steamer. The recent exploits of 
the Western Slope prove that there is 
no ncctssity for the transhipment of 
freight and passengers destined for 
ports up the river at New Westmin- 
ster; and the double handling of freight 
increases the cost to the shipper and 
frequently damages the articles. Goods 
may be carried as cheaply from Vic- 
toria to Yale as from New Westmin- 
ster to Yale and be subjected to but 
one handling instead of two as at pre- 
sent. Now, if Victoria is to continue 
to be the terminus of ocean steamships 
— if she is to maintain her position as 
the commercial capital of the Province, 
if she is to become great and populous 
and influential her people havo got to 
bestir themselves. Down to the present 
time they have been blind to their 
own interests; blind to to the groat ad- 
vantages that nature has placed in 
their way to be improved. They have 
revolved in ft lethargic state of mind, 
have submitted to the old humdrum, 
slowcoach method of doing business 
until now thoy see themselves in 
danger of being outstripped in the race 
for greatness by a no means insignifi- 
cant or unenergetic rival. Let no Vic- 
torian underrate the gravity of the 
situation. There are forces and influ- 
ences at work which may saj) the mer- 
cantile foundation on which this fair 
city has beenrcared. The locking up of 
the Island railway belt forbids settle- 
ment on those lauds; and tho tide of 
immigration is headed towards the 
Mainland, where the lands will be peo- 
pled and improved by thrifty settlers. 
To secure the supplying of thoso settlers 
Victoria must bend her energies. So 
far from the attempt that is now being 
made to transfer the seat of commerce 
to the Mainland paralyzing effort, it 
should stimulate this people to shake 
oft' their lethargy and by a united effort 
maintain the supremacy which now 
seems about to slip from their grasp. 

When we say that there exists not 
the slightest necessity for u pound of 
goods or a single passenger, bound to 
or from Victoria, changing boats at 
New Westminster, we only repeat what 
we stated a few months ago. We then 
described the Provincial boat of the 
"near future" to^ be a steamer that 
would load passengers and freight at 
Victoria and land them at their place 
of destination on Fraser river. The man 
or company who may grasp the oppor- 
tunity which now presents itself of 
occupying a fertile field iu which there 
is at present no worker, will reap a 
golden harvest.

EASTENT SRATES. 

Eldorado, May 14. — Mr. Harrison, 
an Englishman, has purchased from 
the Atchinson, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad Company 52 quarter sections 
of land in Milton township, Butler 
County, in this state and arranged for 
the breaking up of 120 acres in each 
farm. A house is to built in each quar- 
ter section aud under tho English ten- 
antry system 52 English families will 
occupy these farms. Each family will 
havo from .£25 to £100 and will be- 
gin fencing in now houses and prepare 
for their futuro in Kansas under most 
favorable auspices. 

Bradford, May 14. — The Gres 
among the wells in tho neighborhood 
of Duke Center have boon subdued 
and tho town is regarded out of dan- 
ger. The 25,000 barrel iron tank of 
Mitcholl »fc Jones on the White farm is 
still burning to-day. The 10,000 bar- 
rel tank at Baker's trestle on the Ken- 
dall and Elbreda road mado an over- 
flow and the trestle wa» burned, inter- 
fering with the movements of trains. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San* Francisco, May 11. — A Mrs. 
Perkins died yesterday morning in 
Berkeley and as she is the third mem- 
ber of the samo family who has died 
within a few days, the others being a 
son and daughter,^!) investigation was 
taken and it is now stated that they 
were poisoned by eating caunod corn. 
It seems that some of tho boys found 
some cans of corn which had been 
thrown away at a cannery in Temescal. 
They wcro taken home and cooked aud 
eaten with fatal result, 

Clarke, agent of the railroad company 
who accompaned U. S. Marshal Poole 
in his trip to Lanford, states that af- 
ter the shooting had taken place the 
settlers had drawn off somo distance. 
Crow came to his buggy panting with 
his exertions and leaned over saying in 
response to inquiries that he was un- 
hurt. Near by a boy was giving vent 
to his grief over the body of the killed 
aud one of the settlers coming up to 
him said, "this is more than we bar 
gained for." "Then," said Crow "why 
did you commence firing." "We did 
not," said the settler. "You began it 
yourself." Crow than moved away 
and the settlers having rallied followed 
him until he was shot down. 

San Francisco, May 14, — Tho Bap- 
tist State Convention in session at 
Sacramento tabled tho resolutions ex- 
pressing condemnation of tho course of 
Revs. I. S. and I. M. Kalloch and 
giving notice that preliminary steps 
would be taken for a hearing between 
the aggrieved church and the Metro- 
politan church, of which the Kallochs 
are pastors, by a voto of 4G to 36, after 
a sharp debate. 

Virginia, May 14. — A strike has 
been mado in the New York mine on 
the north drift of the 1600 foot level. 
The ore improves as entered. Some as- 
says havo gone as high as §114; but the 
average is from §25 to §30. The drift 
will be run about thirty feet farther 
and a cross cut made to determine the 
width of the ledge. 



Australasia. 



John Henry Challis, an old resident 
of Sydney, has died suddenly, and left 
.£100,000 to the University. 

Sir Bryan O'Loghlen was defeated 
for West Melbourne in the general 
election. This Irish baronet emigrat- 
ed to Victoria while a member of the 
House of Commons for an Irish con- 
stituency, was elected to tho Victoria 
Parliament, and held office as Attorney 
General under the Berry administra- 
tion. As he declined to resign his 
seat in the House of Commons, he was 
at once and the same time a member 
of two British Parliaments. 

Sydney subscribes §100,000 to the 
Irish relief fund. 

Madame Camila Urso, the great 
violinist, will visit New Zealand short- 

ly. 

Deadlocks in the Victoria Parlia- 
ment are to be avoided in future by a 
joint sitting of the two houses on the 
Norwegian plan, iu case of conflict. 

Civil service in Victoria is taking 
the shape of reduction of all salaries 
and the abolition of pensions. All 
civil officers will be required to insure 
their lives. Taxes are to be reduced. 

New Zealand has had a splendid 
crop. Barley, in the Ellcsmerc dis- 
trict, Canterbury, averaged 73 bushels 
an acre. Oats yielded 85 bushels, said 
19 bo a light crop ; and wheat averag- 
ed CO bushels. Threshing machines 
were wanted. 

The official statement of the south 
Australian wheat statstics shows that 
the total acreago was 1,458,096 acres, 
producing 14.260,964 bushels of wheat. 

Tho New Zealand Parliament appro- 
priated §250,000 for school buildings 
last session. 

New Zealand had several earth- 
quakes last month, but they did not 
make half as much noise as the unem 
ployed. Emigrants from England arc 
to bo informed, before embarking, of 
the depressed condition of affairs in the 
colony.

The improvements in tho harbor, 
for the purpose of connecting Mel- 
bourne with deep water, recommended 
by Sir John Coode, an eminent marine 
engineer, will be carried out by the 
Victorian government. This will in- 
volve a large expenditure. 

Mr. Syme, proprietor of the Mel- 
bourne Affe, is onco more in hot water. 
He is sued for libel for $25,000, aud 
has been arresstcd for contempt for 
commenting upon a libel action, 
brought by himself against the pro- 
prietors of the Melbourne Punch for 



tho same sum, while tho same case was 
subjwlice. A sporting man also sues 
Syme for libol, asking $25,000 dam- 
ages.

Irving arrived at New Wostminster 
on Friday o veiling, having made a quick 
and successful passage across the Gulf. 
She was greeted with hearty cheers from 
tho citizens nssenicblod on the wharf to 
receive her. and was met at Ladner's 
Landing by a brass band .... A man nam- 
ed Edward Willet died at tho hospital on 
the 13th inst. He was a native of Bristol, 
England, aged 50 years. . . .The boats are 
'making hauls of salmon, but not suffi- 
ciently large to induce canners to com- 
mence operations .... Mr, Culberk, who 
arrived from Ontario last week, with his 
family, has purchased 1G0 acres of tho 
, Hudson, Bay Co. 's farm at Langley, where 
he will make his future home. There is 
no doubt an election will be held on Mon- 
day next to fill the St. Patrick's Ward 
seat at the Council Board, vacant by tho 
resignation of Messrs. Hoy and Gray .... 
Tho captain and officers of the steamship 
Victoria were serenaded on Wednesday 
ovening and tho vessel responded by 
burning blue lights and discharging 
rockets. Tho people were greatly olatod 
at her arrival. 

Laiidmarks. — Tho work of placing the 
atones which are to dofino the street Tines 
of the city in accordance with tho act 
lately passod by tho legislature, will be 
commenced on Tuesday by Messrs. Harris 
and Cridge, acting under the direction of 
the Commissioners for the city. The stone 
posts will be distributed to-morrow. It is 
expected that thoso posts which are to be 
the official landmarks will bo placed in 
position in about three weeks, after which 
time any person intrusted will bo ablo to 
easily ascertain tho street lines.

Ohargoa against the Customs Authori- 
ties. 

The Now Westminster journals are in 
a great stato of excitement concerning 
tho action of tho Customs authorities at 
this port in connection with freight land- 
ed here ex steamship Victoria. Our con- 
temporaries allege that freight, which was 
marked New Westminster via Victoria, 
should havo boon carriod cloar through to 
Now Westminster and not transferred at 
this port. The assertion, however, simply 
shows their complete ignorance of tho 
matter thoy speak of and tho chargo of 
unfairness against tho Customs authorities 
at onco falls to tho ground. Although 
the ultimate destination of tho freight 
was New Westminster the mark "via 
Victoria" signified that it was intended to 
land and transfer tho goods hero. The 
Herald also complains that the authorities 
refusod to permit tho stoamship Victoria 
to carry a passenger from this port to De- 
parture Bay after tho steamer had return- 
ed from New Wostminster. Tho authori- 
ties actod very properly. To havo per- 
mitted the transaction would havo been 
equivalent to giving tacit assent to an 
infringement of tho coasting laws. Our 
Now Westminstor friends must hark back 
and try again. 



ENCOTOACrEWG STEWS FROM SKA- 
GET. 

The Seattle Routo .Again Condemned. 

To tue Editor or The Colonist: 
Sir: — I take the first opportunity of 
lot ting yon know how things are in 
this camp. There are about 50 men 
hero at present. Thoy are coming and 
going all the time and there have been 
about 100 men in and out during the 
winter. They have nearly all taken 
claims and all the tributaries of Ruby 
Creek are taken up — Mill, Granite and 
Slate Creeks as well as Lightning. 
Mosl of the creeks outside of Ruby 
have never been prospected; but are 
taken up on chance. There has been 
little or nothing done on Ruby during 
tho winter and thero aro neither pro- 
visions nor tools for sale. The Seattle 
people are doing nothing about the 
trail from that place and the minors 
here aro very bitter against the Seat- 
tolitcs on account of their blowing, and 
none of their morcluii'.ts exhibiting any 
confidence *in the mines. They will 
not .send provision-! oven as far as the 
head of navigation on the Skaget, and 
the minors cannot got a sack of flour 
from any of them. All they seem to 
care nbout is to get up a rush for the 
benefit of Seattle. Theory is "come to 
Seattle and outfit there," then you can 
get to the mines as best you can — per- 
haps get drowned in tho Skaget. Thero 
have been seven men drowned already. 
The miners have held a meet- 
ing at Goodell's Landing and have de- 
termined to cut the trail to the bound- 
ary line. I hope the government will cut 
it to tholineastho snowisoflthoground. 
It cannot be clone a moment too soon. 
Wo have heard here that Mr. Nelson 
is coining with his train. If ho conies 
he will strike tho iron whilo it is hot 
and secure the patronage of tho miners, 
no matter who may come afterwards. 
Twenty men can clear the Indian trail 
from the Hope road as fast as the train 
can travel. I have seen pack trains 
cut their own way through a worse 
country. As near as 1 can learn for 
the fow days I have been hero tho 
prospects are very good for Ruby Creek 
for a distance of lO miles. There Lave 
been good prospects obtained in a dozen 
places in the bed of the creek — pios- 
pects that will pay big. At present the 
water is high, and what men are hero 
aregettingout lumberlogsfor wing-dams 
and making preparations. They do 
not expect the water to go down before 
tho middle of July. In my next I will 
give you moro particulars. Tho follow- 
ing Victorians have arrived during tho 
last few days: J. Walsh, W. Osterhout, 
A. Cameron, H. Matheson, A. Black 
and several others. Hurry up the trail 
from Hope. Pioneer. 

Ruby Creek, May 8th. 

Victoria as it Appoars to a Stransor. 

To the Editor of The Colonist: — 
Sir — [ lntely arrived in British Co- 
lumbia with the intention of making 
it my homo, and I expected to find in 
Victoria everything booming in antici- 
pation of tho commencement of great 
public works. You cannot understand 
how depressing it was to me, n stranger 
coming here with such bright hopes, to 
find business stagnant and to hear 
nothing but croaking from one end of 
the town to the other. No one seem- 
ing to be alive to the -future and no 
effort was being made to secure the trade 
that legitimately belongs to the port; 
but, on the contrary, letting it slip by 
unconcerned. 

With a friend I arrived here on a 
Friday nnd shoitly after dinner left the 
hotel to take a turn round tho town. 
You may judge of our surprise in find- 
ing shortly after six o'clock the 
principal street of Victoria desert- 
ed and the leading stores shut up. 
Thinking if was a holiday we took a 
stroll into the country and returned to 
town to find the streets in darkness, 
and the placo altogether having tho ap- 
pearance of being abandoned and dis- 
pirited. We sought our hotel and 
went to bed for the night. Next day 
(Saturday) wo found matters even 
worse. Early in the afternoon, the 
busiest for shopping in any other part 
of the world, the wholo business por 
tion of the city seemed to be 
deserted, giving to the streets 
a most desolate appearance. We 
therefore concluded to get out of 
such a dead-and-alive place as soon as 
possible, and the following Tuesday left 
for Nanaimo, which seems to bo a 
lively, stirring littlo place. We next 
crossed over to New Westminster where 
everything was lifo and activity, tho 
people hopeful and enterprising. We 
next proceeded up river to Yale. Here 
again all was in motion and you had 
to light your way into the dining room 
of the hotel. At neither of those places 
did we find tho leading stores olosed in 
the afternoon. On the contrary we 
have seldom gone to bed but we saw 
stores lighted and business, being trans- 
acted. We returned here thiB after- 



noon by the Enterprise to find the 
principal street shrouded in gloom, the 
shops close shut and the town almost 
deserted on the day of all days for do- 
ing a roaring trade. Montreal. 

Telephone Tost. 

Victoria, B. C, May 1 4, 18S0. 
To the Editor of The Colonist ; 
Sir: — Referring to an item in your val- 
uable journal 1 beg to state that theie 
is no probability of the telephono being 
tested on the Nanaimo telegraph line 
as stated, at least at present, for various 
reasons. 

1st. The state of disorder into which 
that line has fallen — to some extent no 
doubt resulting from tho action of an 
inexperienced repair party recently sent 
out — would rentier it impossible that 
such test could fairly indicate tho use- 
fulness of adaptability of the telephone 
as a medium of communication. 

2nd. The fitness of this instrument 
for uses to great distances has already 
been fully established by satisfactory 
transmissions over circuits many hun- 
dreds of miles in extent. 

3rd. Tho telephone has long since 
ceased to be regarded as an ingenious 
toy, and is now firmly established as 
an indispensable necessity in tho trans- 
action of the business of most countries. 
Its uses are manifold, and they aro not 
now charged with extravagant ideas 
who predict that in a few years it will 
bo moro generally used than is the tele- 
graph of to-day. 

4th. It may not be generally under- 
stood by your readers that tho con- 
struction of telephones and their ad- 
juncts gives graded action, what is im- 
possible of accomplishment by one 
class of instruments, may be readily 
acheived by another.

To the. Chairman appointed by the House of 
Assembly on educational matters. 

To prevent the incessant swaying of 
school matters by any agitation that may 
bo sprung on tho public by interested 
parties, and to steady the ofl'ect of tho 
popular vote in tho election of school 
trustees, I would respectfully recommend 
that tho Governor in Council bo empow- 
ered to appoint two persons, being lay- 
men, to ho commissioners of schools for 
the City of Victoria, in whom shall be 
vested all the powers of school trusteos 
under the School Act, and, subject to re- 
appointment, shall hold office for throe 
years. Said commissioners, along with 
the superintendent of education, tho 
school trustees of Victoria City, shall also 
constitute a Court of Appeal in all cases 
of dispute botweon teachers and school 
trustees arising in tho Province. Tho 
decision of the said Court in all casus of 
dispute roforrcd to it should be referred 
to the Governor in Council for final deci- 
sion. 

The Board of School Trustees might, 
with advantage to education, be empow- 
ered to send a requisition to the Town 
Council for a sum of money not to exceed 
thrco hundred dollars, to be appropriated 
to school purposes, such as ropairs to 
school hotisos and fences, apparatus for 
lectures in school rooms, awarding of 
prizes for conduct and efficiency of pupils; 
and it should bo lawful for the Town 
Council to collect Haid amount by tho 
usual process, to bo handed over to tho 
school trustees. 

Tho proaont system of electing trusteos 
should be changed by allowing only duly ' 
qualified voters to voto.

Hawaiian Notes. 



A correspondent of the Post, writ- 
ing from Honolulu, sends the following 
notes : 

Many new sugar mills are building 
on tho plantations which are reported 
in a thriving condition, especially those 
in the Kohala district. 

The rice crop is increasing. Tho 
fields are principally in the hands of 
wealthy Chinese, who employ their 
countrymen to better advantage than 
foreigners can do. Employment could 
be given to at least 3,000 moro celes- 
tials. 

It is believed by many that tho in- 
coniiug legislature will enact laws look- 
ing to the expulsion of the Chinese 
and the prohibition of their immigra- 
tion. 

It is stated that King Kalakaua in- 
tends negotiating for a loan of $10,- 
000,000, to bo used in building forts 
and ironclads, and in maintaining a 
standing army. His ministers oppose 
his schemes, and their resignation may 
be asked for. 

Great preparations were made at 
Honolulu, to receive General Grant, 
who was expected there, and the disap- 
pointment felt at tho change in his 
route was great. 

A harness maker, who works steadily 
at his trade, has been banished from 
the kingdom. He had a mania for 
following women, never speaking to 
them, but silently admiring them. 

Tho city is to have a new music hall, 
a much needed structure. 

The new palace is being rapidly 
pushed forward to completion, while 
many elegant dwellings are also build- 
ing here.

1. Section ono of tho Bylaw entitled 
"The Wharves Regulation Bylaw, 1874," 
is hereby amended by striking out tho 
words, "and gang-planks," in tho said 
section, and inserting in lieu thereof tho 
following words, ' 1 life-linos, ladders, rail- 
ings and other appliances for saving lifo."

A BYLAW 

For tho Bottor 0b3orvacco of tho 
Sabbath. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria as follows: — 

1. No person shall keep open on the 
Sabbath day for the salo of goods, wares 
or merchandise by wholesale or retail, 
other than liquor by retail, any storo, 
warehouse or othor placo of business. 

2. No person shall keep any saloon 
open for tho salo of liquor " by retail be- 
tween tho hours of ten o'clock in the 
forenoon and five o'clock in the afternoon 
of any Sabbath day. 

3. No person ahall keep open any bar- 
ber shop between tho hours of 10 o'clock 
in the forenoon and five o'clock in tho 
afternoon on tho Sabbath day. 

4. No person shall keep open for tho 
sale of liquor by rotail any bar in any 
hotol or grocery between tho hours of ton 
o'clock in tho forenoon and five o'clock 
on the afternoon of any Sabbath day. 

5. It shall not bo lawful to discharge 
any cargo, except livo stock, from any 
ship, steamer, schooner, sloop or vessel 
of any description on the Sabbath day. 

C. It shall not bo lawful for any per- 
son to peddle any description of goods, 
except milk, on the Sabbath day. 

7. Any person guilty of any infraction 
of this bylaw shall bo subject to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars nor loss 
than fivo dollars. 

Evory penalty imposed by this bylaw- 
may, together with the costs of convic- 
tion, bo recovered in a summary manner 
before tho Polico Magistrate of the City 
of Victoria or any Justice of tho Peace 
having jurisdiction within the limits of 
the City of Victoria, and may be levied 
by distress and sale of the goods and 
chatties of the offondcr, and in default of 
payment of such penalty and costs, then 
by imprisonment of such offender for any 
term not exceeding ono calendar* month 
in ono of Her Majesty's gaols. 

This bylaw may bo cited as tho Sabbath 
Opservance Bylaw, 1880.
